Fanjro, N. D., Auj;. 18.—North Da- 


kota's 1924 wheat crop will be'pro- 
duced at an average cont of 81 cents 
per bushel, rye 68 cents and 
flax 


$1.49, according to preliminary esti- 
mate! made by Rex E. Willard, farm 
economist, and T. S. 
Thorfinnson, 


assistant, of the North Dal.ota Exper- 
iment station. 


These figures show the lowest bus- 


hel costs of production for North Da- 
kota since the war, and this is the 
first year during that period that 
the market price of wheat has ex- 
ceeded the average cost ot» produc- 
tion, according to Mr. Willard. These 
costs are based on records and esti- 
mates collected during the past week 
from 100 farmb in 10 counties of the 
state, Cass, Grand Forks, Ramsey, 
Pierce, Wells, Stutsman, Kidder, Mc- 
Lean, Morton and Grant. 


High yields are the principal fac- 


tor causing the comparatively low 
bushel costs, the records show. Es- 
timates of the wheat yield from the 
100 farms averaged 15.3 bushels per. 
acre, rye 15.2 bushels and 
flax 9.8 j 


bushels. Acre costs of production for 
wheat averaged $12.34, rye J8.90 and 
flax $14.58.

The remedy, tlie warden declared, lay througli a teach­ 
ing in ilie Iiome of the fundam éntala of proper conduct in life, and re­ 
ligious education in th e schools. 


Warden Leo, in his paper, said in 
part: 
“Crime springs from so many dif­ 
ferent causes and rondilions. Want, 
intemperance, incomplete or abnormal 
development, improper home 
condi­ 
tions, child labor, and many 
other 
elements, help to produce criminals. 
“Where crime is found to spring 
from want, it is the duty o/ every 
good citizen to see that such want 
is' relieved and conditions established 
that will make future cases of want 
fewer and less disastrous. 
If it is 
caused by intemperance, 
incomplete 
or abnormal d^ey>pment, or impro­ 
per home eondféUn.4,.<thin J t seems 
reasonable that the way to reduce 
crime is to make consistent efforts to 
change these iA>iiditions; strengthen­ 
ing character, improving the educa­ 
tional system, and changing sueini 
conditions. 
“The influence of heredity and en­ 
vironment in shaping character and 
destiny is an ever present problem. 
Hereditary influences are undoubted­ 
ly strong. 
The crimes of impulse or 
o^ jealously can usually be traced to 
hereditary influencés. 
So, frequent­ 
ly, criminals are found to have in­ 
herited physical and mental wcaken- 
nesses and defects and the commis­ 
sion of crime 
may be 
ascribed to 
these. 
“Education and environment also 
powerfully 
influence and ' help to 
mold the character. 
If education is 
neglected or lacks the elem ents that 
mold character, and if the environ­ 
ment is bad, these are influences that 
produce criminality. Frequently, the 
influences of heredity and environ­ 
ment are so mixed th at it is difficult 
to ascertain to which thp criminal 
bent may be ascribed. 
This is pror 
bably best illustrated by the history 
of fam ilies like the famous Juke fam ­ 
ily of New York where a large per­ 
centage of the members of the fam ­ 
ily in the past hundred years were 
inmates of reform schools, peniten- 
^tiaries, insane asylums,^»' institutions 
for the feeble-minded. In these cases 
the hereditary influences are supple­ 
mented by lack of education and by 
an 
unfortunate environment. 
Fre­ 
quently men and women reared in 
such an environment and lacking the 
proper guidance and education be­ 
come confirmed criminals and vir­ 
tual degenerates early in life, without' 
will power and 
self-restraint 
and 
ready to follojv w hatever suggestion

*,*Our people dp not want war. We 
abhor it,” .said t|ie Governor. "There 
is only one thing we dislike more 
and that is national dishonor and 
continued 
injustice 
between 
na­ 
tions.” 
Governor’s Statement 
The Governor’s statement follows: 
“1 do not believe there is suffi­ 
cient reason for the present opposi­ 
tion to National Defense. 
It seems 
to me a political move to distract the 
voters’ attention from the real is­ 
sues of the campaign, making “much 
ado about nothing” and raising* a 
veritable "tempest in a teapot’’ with 
the evident expectation that 
the 
stray breezes from the tempest may 
waft them into the haven of public 
office otherwise unattainable. 
“.Some honest but misguided peo­ 
ple have been misled by the state­ 
ments of these self-seeking politi­ 
cians, and reporters who have per­ 
mitted their iniuginationa to run 
riot, and apparently 
believe that 
there is danger 
to 
America 
and 
American ideals in this Defense Day 
program. 
“Our people do not w.ir. 
We ab­ 
hor it. 
There is only one thing we 
dislike more and that i.s national 
dishonor and continued injustice be­ 
tween nations. 
We wish our influ­ 
ence ever to be on the side of jus­ 
tice, good will, and peace among 
the nations, but we know that we 
cannot att.xin this ideal by permit­ 
ting such an extreme state of un- 
prepardeness as that which existed 
in the spring of 1917. 
It costs too 
much 
in life, health, and iHoney. 
But, we do not want a large stand­ 
ing army. 
There is no need of it 
and no desire for it. 
We have now 
the smallest, in proportion to pop­ 
ulation among the civilized nations, 
and we wish to continue to lead the 
world in this respect. 
“With these national ideals, the 
question $then arises how we might 
best attain a reasonable degree of 
preparedness without maintaining a 
large standing army, or 
without 
spending too much money. 
It has 
been decided that one of the most 
effective' ways is to m aintain a vol­ 
untary organization and continued 
interest among those who were of­ 
ficers and soldiers in the 
recerti 
war, and each^ summer to give 
a 
large numbgr of young men *a brief 
period of m ilitary training for the 
improvement of their physical health 
and to teach them obedience and 
discipliné which are so essential to 
the best civic life. 
This seems to 
me an excellent plan and will be 
of value to our people and country,

—The French and Germans finally 
have settled their long controversy 
Lver the military evacuation of the 
Ruhr by an exchange of letters to­ 
day in which they agreed to the 
principle that August 1.5 of next 
year be fixed as the final dart 
when 
the 
French and 
Belgian 
troops must completely 
evacuate 
the Ruhr territory. 
They have also agreed that a 
partial evacuation will begin on 
August 30 of this year, when the 
foreign soldiers will leave Dort­ 
mund, and the cities and places 
uut;^de the Ruhr which were not 
occupied in accordance with the 
terms of the treaty of Versailles. 
The Belgians joined with the 
French in the letter covering the 
point. 
Both the French and the 
Germans in their letter insist that 
they have not altered their opinion 
about the legal questions involved 
in the occupation of the Ruhr. 
The French insist that the oc­ 
cupations were justified by the 
Treaty of Versailles while the Ger­ 
mans declare 
that the sanctions 
were illegal and voiced the expec­ 
tation that the evacuation will be 
finished earlier than next August. 
To Deny Coercion 
Prime 
Minister 
MacDonald of 
Great Britain also is preparing a 
letter in whjch he will deny charg­ 
es that he coerced the Germans 
into acceptance of the French de­ 
mands that the Ruhr occupation 
ccntiiiue for one year longer. 
It also is expected that he will 
issue a statement expressing the 
hope that the evacuation may be 
speeditr than the agreement pro­ 
vides.

MR. COOLIDGE’S ACCEPTANCE 
One is inclined to believe that Mr. Coolidge likes work 
better than speech-making. He does not often waste much 
time in a prepared address with pleasing metaphors. 
He 
goes direct to the subject at hand and talks business. This 
is true of his acceptance address. 
Mr. Coolidge,.at the outset, tells of some of the accom­ 
plishments of the Republican administration. 
He points to 
the disorganization in the world and in our own govern­ 
mental finances in li)21. with our $24,000,000,000 war debt, 
demobilization and lifjuidation remaining to be completed, 
transportation crippled, over $11,000,000,000 of unliquidat­ 
ed debts owed by foreign countries, financial distress acute, 
no adequate provision made for di.sabled veterans — the.se 
were but a few of the problems facing the national govern­ 
ment. 
• 
Since March 1921 the United States, he points out. has 
ratified treaties of world - wide importance with Germany, 
Austria. Hungary, Ciolombia and Mexico, friendly inter­ 
course has been resumed with Turkey and Greece, and our 
rights have been e.stablished and peace insured in the Far 
East and on the Pacific Ocean. 
The national debt, including short-time obligations, has 
been reduced len billions of dollars; internal revenue taxes 
cut, a saving of over $6,000,000 a day effected in goverment 
operation. 
More than 40 per cent of the amount of debts 
due us from foreign countries has been liquidated. 
The 
Army and Navy have been reduced to a peace-tim^ basis 
the 
transportation 
situation 
remedied, 
generous 
laws 
inacted for disabled veterans, restricted immigration adopt­ 
ed, a tariff enacted to revive industry, world limitation of 
armaments — these are some of the .accomplishments the 
President cites in his acceptance address.

The President does not hesitate to say that he stands 
for an orderly and business-like government. 
In one para­ 
graph of his acceptance address, in pungent .sentences, he 
frankly,tells the nation where he stands. He said: 
“Many principles exist which I have tried to 
represent and propose to support. 
I believe in thfe 
American Constitution. 
I favor the American sys- 
tern of individual enterprise, and I am opposed to 
any general extension of Government ownership 
and control. 
I believe not only in advocating 
economy in public expenditures, but in its practical 
application and actual accomplishment. 
I believe 
in a reduction and reform of taxation, and shall con­ 
tinue mv efforts in that direction. I am in favor of 
protection. 
I favor the Permanent Court and fur­ 
ther limitation of armaments. I am opposed to ag­ 
gressive war. 
I shall pvoid involving ourselves in 
, 
the political controversies of Europe, but I shall do 
what I can to encourage American citizens and 
resources to assist in restoring Europe, with the 
sympathetic support of our Government. 
I want . 
agriculture and industry on a sound basis of pros- , 
perity and equality. 
I shall continue to strive for 
the economic, moral and spiritual welfare of my 
country. American citizens will decide in the com­ 
ing election whether these accomplishments and 
these principles have their approval and support.” 
There is no trace of the demagogue in these utterances. 
Thcrp is no bombastic pledge to “the common people”—the 
•Prc.sident has sworn on his oath to equitably serv'e all people. 
There is no ranting about honesty—he is sworn to probity 
in Ibf conduct of government. 
There is no suspicion that 
the. President has baited a hook simply to catch votes. 
He 
rpf-fk« straight from the heart; he tells the people what he 
belir veis in and w'hat he will do—and leaves the decision to 
thrir sober judgment. 
It is inspiring in these days of hy­ 
pocrisy and demagoguery to see a candidate for office stand 
ifour-square before the people.

“Airplanes can be 
commerciail^ developed aé soon .as they are taken up in a 
commercial way. As soon fts we know as much about them' 
as we do about automobiles—and that will nobl^ long—then 
they can be built by the thousands or by the millions.” 
Henry apparently realizes that the airplane industry is 
on the wyoiYg, track.

For that reason^ the airplane is not being developed and 
brought into jiwpular use a hundredth part as fast aS if the 
main objects were sáfety and cheap manufacturing. 
People will buy airplanes when they are safe and fool-' 
proof.

Ford has uncannily far vision in his particular industry. 
Does he sense that the number of autos in use in America 
has about reached the saturation point or possible limit — 
and that the time is ripe for another means of transpor­ 
tation? 
Primitive man could move about only by his own legs. 
Then he tamed the horse and camel and elephant to 
carry h«n- 
Next came the steam railroad and electric street car. 
then the auto/ Theafe did not displace the horse, as was the 
early fear. Time demonstrates that we need as many horses 
as ever. The job of transportation simply got too big for the 
horse alone. He needed help. 
Similarly, the job is getting too big for the auto. Traffic 
congestion is becoming unbearably acute in cities, where 
autos are needed most. The airplane is the logical solution. 
Its “stréet” is riot curbed by sidewalks and blocks or build­ 
ings. 
Where autos are limited to roads,- planes have the 
entire atmosphere—and many levels. Also, no roads to pave 
and repair.
